Chairman and Councillors, 


I have the honour to present my Annual Report on the health and 
anitary conditions of the District for the year ended 3lst December, 
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Population. During the year population rose by 710 bringing 
the latest estimate to 13,710. This increase is considerably lower 
than that which has been taken place in recent years, 


Birth Rate. A slight upward trend in the birth rate is noted 
his year and the rate now stands just fractionally below the figure 
for England and Wales as a whole. There were 274 births credited to 
he district in 1969 - 28 more than in the previous year despite the 
act that the population increase this year was almost 450 less than 
n 1968. 4 still births occurred this year compared with 2 last 
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Death Rate, The local adjusted death rate shows a slight 
wnward trend this year and the rate now stands just below the 
tional average. Exactly 50% of the deaths were due to cardio 
ascular conditions and 17.4% to Malignant disease. 


a Infant Mortality. 5 infants died before reaching the age of 
year in 1969 as compared with 3 the previous year. 


The Infant Mortality Rate this year is consequently 
sonsiderably raised but the actual number of infant deaths is small.

infectious Diseases. Notifiable infectious disease was minimal 
in its incidence during the year —- only 19 notifications being 
received, 


It is a pleasing feature to note that there was no outbreak of 
any infection in 1969 despite the influx of new population. 


Measles figure much less prominently this year than it did in 
1968 and it may very well be that this condition will figure less 
and less in the future if vaccination against it is taken up by the 
susceptible individuals. : 


social Corditions. 


Hospital Facilities. Since the publication of the Bonham 
Carter Report the Council has expressed its concern that plans for 
the new hospital in Huntingdon may be abandoned, Meetings with 
representatives of Planning Authorities have been held when general 
concern was expressed at the possibility that the present hospital 
at Huntingdon would be reduced to the status of a "peripheral unit". 


Further joint discussions between the Local Authorities are 
planned to take place in the near future. 


Main Drainage, The contract for the Eaton Socon Relief Sewer 
commenced in November 1969 and is expected to be completed about 
July 1970. 


A contract for further traunk sewers in Eaton Socon together 
with the extension of the Eaton Ford Pumping Station will be let 
as soon as possible after Ministry apvroval is received. 


Also further extensions of the Sewage Treatment Works will 
be commenced as soon as possible after Ministry approval is 
obtained,

Housing. The development of the town had continued with 
considerable momentum and during the year 164 Council dwellings 
and 184 private houses were completed and occupied. 


In conclusion I should like to express my thanks to Mr.Ostler 
and all other members of the Department's staff for the assistance 
they have given me and for all the work they have carried out 
during the year.

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
I have the honour to include my report for the year 1969. 


This year has been overshadowed by a proposal to construct a 
Third London Airport at Thurleigh. Fears that if this were 
implemented, our developing town would be blighted by noise were 
found to have justification when a change of siting (Thurleigh 
'C') was announced at a late stage in the hearings. It is now 
apparent that if this site were chosen the whole town would be 
seriously affected, at least half of it lying within the estimated 
40 NNI contour. | 


Our population will soon have trebled over ten years as a 
result of the decision of noise-weary Londoners to chose a more 
peaceful life in St.Neots, I concur with the Clerk's opinion that 
if Thurleigh 'C' were chosen, the continued enjoyment of their new 
quality of life could only be preserved by razing our town and 
rebuilding it elsewhere, and I am glad of the Council's strenuous 
opposition. 


With the declaration and confirmation of.a further Clearance 
Area this year, only a few isolated dwellings are believed to 
remain ‘unfit' as at present legally defined. Sadly there remain 
many with a lack of amenities which should be unacceptable in an 
age of luxury air travel. Can I hope that the new Housing Act, ~ 
1969, which offers such welcome new incentives to improvement, 
marks the beginning of an era when no house which lacks a bath, 
hot water and inside toilet will be considered fit for human 
habitation. 


May I express my appreciation of the supnort received from 
the various members of the Council and of the co-operation and

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MEAT INSPECTION 


At the only abattoir in the district, one hundred per cent 
inspection was maintained by a full-time inspector, who was in 
attendance during almost the entire period of slaughtering hours. 


Fortunately, although the times and rates of slaughter vary most 
unpredictably, they are confined to reasonable hours, and it was 
not found necessary to evoke the power to fix times of slaughtering 
under the Meat Inspection (Amendment) Regulations 1966. 


The abattoir is fully approved and regularly inspected by the 
Ministry of Agriculture for the export of meat to the continent. 
Consignments have been mainly of sheep, and these are additionally 
inspected by an authorised veterinary officer, 


The following table shows the number of animals killed and 
inspected during 1969, the comparative figures for 1968 being 
shown in brackets.

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NOISE ABATEMENT ACT, 1960 


Among complaints received, those of noise have been surprisingly 
prominent, They include the usual annoyances caused by chimes 
from vending vehicles, unsilenced roadbreakers, amplified music 
etc. However, a more permanent problem arises from the siting 
of factories in close association with dwellinghouses, 


In a report requested by Ministry circular the opinion was 
expressed that past deficiences in Planning control in our 
district were largely to blame for this situation. 


The authorities are now alerted to this problem, and care- 
ful separation and screening will be insisted upon in a new 
industrial area which is proposed. 


Feminine Waste Disposal 


The increasing provision of flats without open grates or 
any private area of garden on which waste can be burnt produces 
certain waste disposal problems, particularly in cases of home 
confinement. 


Fortunately a partial solution has now been offered locally 
by the arrangement that an incinerator in our new Ambulance 
Station will be made available for the destruction of such waste 
on the recommendation of the nurse attending the confinement. 
This will be only in cases where proper facilities for altern- 
ative disposal are lacking.
